I  am  glad  you  like  Father  Charles  Roume's 
book.  I  agree  v/ith  you  on  publication. 
There  is  much  that  is  interesting  in 
French  vrhich  I  an  afraid  would  lack  in- 
terest for  the  Canadian  or  American, 
especially  if  he  did  not  know  some  back- 
ground, vrhich  is  generally  the  case. 
Have  you  had  copies  made?  If  so  we 
would  be  glad  to  have  one.  The  only 
one  existent  on  this  side  of  the  water 
is  the  original  of  vrhich  you  have  the 
carbon  or  perhaps  vice-versa.  I  read 
it  at  Annonay  in  the  Fall  while  I  v/as 
on  retreat  and  after. 

I  am  vez*y  anxious  to  see  the  Christmas 
Conferences  since  \ie   have  had  reports, 
but  none  in  detail  and  many  viith  opin- 
ions.

Bud  Pare  is 
practicing  Mass  and  getting  dovm  cerem- 
onies, v/as  anxi-ously  av/aiting  the  de- 
cree to  be  published  and  today  it  seens 
there  may  be  a  few  disappointments,  v^e 
haven *t  liad  a  chance  to  read  all  the 
paT)ers  yet  but  they  seen  to  indicate  a 
few  unanticii^ated  chan-^es.  Bei*nard 
Forel  is  netting  along  ciuite  v/eH. 

At  the  moment  most  of  the  house  is 
watching  the  American  team  on  TV,  hockey 
thit  is.  V/e  do  have  that  advantage 
from  beias  in  Europe,  .ve  see  what  is 
happening  v/hen  it  happens  and  sometimes 
with  all  the  odd  residts.

Dear  Father  Scollai'd, 

As  you've  notioea  from  the  outside  I*ve 
et>capecl  Parin  and  an  novv  instalif^d  in 
the  peace  and  quiet  of  Newman's  Oratory. 
I  must  say  I  don^.  think  it  has  changed 
fiiuch  since  hJ.c  day.  The  priests  are 
most  hospitable  and  really  enjoyable. 
Very  traditional  ±n   their  Hule  \;hich 
they  seen  to  keep  very  well.  It*s  a 
real  change  from'  Parir •  I  must  say  I 
left  in  a  bit  of  a  hurry  but  after  all 
the  pres.^ure  and  the  excitenen.:  of  the 
House  and  then  everyone  I  knei:  in  Paris 
was  leaving  too.  The  city  v/ill  be  much 
changed  next'  year.  I  stayed  in  London 
for  a  few  days  to  see  v/hat  vras  to  be 
had  in  the  British  l^seun.  Met  Gerry 
McChiigar,  I^onard  Kennedy  and  Jin  How- 
ard. Also  Jack  Farrell  is  there  vrhom 
you  probably  reaenber  —  teaches  history 
at  r/indsor  snc   v/as  in  the  GoTiniunity  till 
1945.  The  London  coiimunity,  I  must  say, 
was  very  enjoyable.  Things  are  a  little 
different  here  but  they  have  loads  of 
material.  All  the  published  v/orks  of 
and  about  Nev/nian  and  all  the  unedited 
material.  It  is  an  ideal  place  to  work 
and  I  have  boon  really  ^;ettinc  into  the 
subject-  I  rnot  Meriol  Tre-zor  last  v/eek.

Thanks  for  the  nev/s  about  Bud  Pare  and 
that  he  got  his  procran  settled.  It 
should  be  a  very  good  really  and  ansv/sr 
a  need  at  the  sane  tine.  You  iiavG  to 
be  proi'icient  in  ^)oth  those  days  to  teach < 
I  nust  say  I've  broadened  considerably 
my  own  perspectives  tIirou>.^h  the  Ins  ti tut 
CatholiquQ  and  to  the  :;ood  I  think. 

Someone  said  that  St.  Basil ^s  Seiainai^y 
is  rn vanning;  its  pro^^ran.  I  should  be 
intor€3Sted  in  loiovfiiag  exactly  hov/.  Sorry 
to  hoar  about  Father  Fi-aiik  .luth.  ./e

^:ettir4;  throuc^t  even  frofa  Paris.  Con- 
sequently, I  am  v/ay  behind.  I  intend 
to  stay  here  for  a  v/hile  since  the 
cliance  to  v/ork  is  sogcod.

Probably  rrt^ke  my  retreat  as  well.  Jim 
Howara  ana  1  x/ould  like  to  tfke  a  holi- 
oay  to  see  some  of  i..nrland  but  that  v/ill 
depend  on  ticie  and  scledules.  ibst 
likely  I  will  be  Wc'nted  in  Paris  for 
September.

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Dear  Father  3 col lard. 

Your  letter  was  nost  welcome  and  the 
clipping.  I  have  been  follov/ing  the 
debate  from  afar  as  it  were.  Fred 
Black  sent  me  a  couple  of  thin^^s  ear- 
lier in  the  Fall  and  then  v/e  started 
getting  Commomveal,  but  this  v/as  the 
first  Toronto  nc\:s  outside  of  the  Bas- 
ilian  Teacher  (whoso  rather  heated  de- 
bate I  enjoyed  very  ouch) •  One  thing 
about  the  clipping  v;hich  rather  pleased 
me  was  the  prominence  given  to  the  BT 
in  it*  It  deserves  it»  Thi.s  year  has 
been  really  good  so  far.  If  their  qual- 
ity continues  there  is  no  reason  v/hy 
they  can't  compete  on  the  market  and 
make  out  well.  We  got  a  letter  from 
Father  Francis  Orsini  this  morning  that 
he  is  coming  over  in  January,  \7liich  v/as 
v/elcome  news  too.  lihen   is  your  turn? 
I  figure  they  are  just  about  out  of 
councillors  now,  except  for  Father  li.P. 
2-lagee.  I  assure  you  we  v/ould  treat  you 
well,  although  I  must  say  French  ice 
cream  contrary  to  any  reports  is  not 
half  as  good  as  Bordens.  Italian  on 
the  other  hand  is  absolutely  delicious. 

^hings  are  going  rather  well.  This  is 
the  last  minute  rush  before  Christmas 
to  get  things  finished  up  before  the 
break,  a  couple  of  calsses.  a  fev/  books 
to  be  read,  etc.  I  am  really  proud  of 
myself,  not  that  it  \rLll   help  the  thesis, 
but  I  v/as  brovfsing  through  the  catalogue 
of  the  Institut  Library  looking  for  V7h*at 
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they  had  under  Newman  and  ran  across 
tv;o  letters  or  rather  letters  addressed 
to  a  certain  Dr,  Hourrillon.  I  hadn't 
heard  of  then  particularly  so  I  called 
for  then  and  they  tunred  out  to  be  two 
autography  letters  bound  into  an  1866 
translation  of  his  Apolocia*  I  v/as 
rather  taken  back  so  I  cane  home  and 
checked  the  published  volume  v;hich  had 
just  come  out  and  they  weren't  included 
which  meant  most  likely  they  weren't 
kno\m«  I  vfrote  to  Father  Dessain  v/ho 
is  doing  the  editing  in  Birninghan  to 
ask  him  and  just  got  a  reply.  Ke  didn't 
know  about  them  and  lias  v/ritten  to  the 
library  to  find  out  v/here  they  cane 
from  etc.  Unfortunately  they  won't  bea 
able  to  be  included  in  their  proper 
place  but  there  is  a  planned  tpolume  of 
letters  that  turn  up  in  the  process  of 
editing  the  20  or  30  volumes  of  Letters. 
I  feel  tliat's  m^'^  contribution  to  Newman- 
iana.  I  \7ould  like  to  make  another 
contribution  v;ith  the  thesis  but  that 
remains  to  be  seen.  It  is  coirig  well 
though  and  I  am  slowly  ^ettinc  through 
the  mountains  of  material. 

I  ifrote  you  a  letter,  by  the  way,  a 
while  back  v/liich  you  v/ill  probably  just 
be  getting.  It  was  actually  a  diocesan 
bulletin  I  wanted  to  sond  you  so  I  sent 
it  slow  mail.  Too  heavy  for  French 
postal  rates  v/hich  are  exorbitant.

If  a  person  v/ere  going  to  teach  in  col- 
lege no  one  v/ould  advise  him  to  teach 
high  school.  !4oreover,  for  us  it  is  a 
mistake  financially.  It  ruins  study 
habits  and  delays  an  already  delayed 
task. 

2.  no  one  should  teach,  or  even  begin 

t^  teach,  unless  he  has  his  doctor- 
ate, ^his  v;ill  avoid  developing  inferior 
teaching  and  studying  habits.  It  v/ill 
also  means  more  years  of  first-class 
teaching  and  studying.  It  v;ill  also  mean 
that  a  man  v/ill  get  his  doctorate.  This 
v/ill  eliminate  all  the  terrible  inferior- 
ity complexes  v/e  have. 
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3«  Teachdng  is  a  full-time  apostolate. 

V/e  should  keep  our  men  out  of  admin- 
istration, especially  part-tine  adnin- 
istration.  Also  v/e  should  cut  ^junday 
vjork  to  an  absolute  mininam.  Windsor 
is  excellent  in  this  rer.pect.  Some 
places  are  still  jjoor. 

If  we  do  these  things  the  problem  of 
publishing  (and  other  problems,  especi- 
ally discontent)  vd-ll  solve  it  self  •  Men 
v/ill  have  projects  for  the  sunrier  and 
v/ill  find  interest  in  research.

Thank  you  for  your  note,  v^hich  I  re- 
ceived after  my  return  to  .Winnipeg, 
also  for  the  copy  of  the  apiX)intrLients 
which  av/aited  nie»  I  had  everj'"  inten- 
tion of  a  brief  letter  covering  what 
v/ent  on  at  the  recent  nootinc  of  our 
Commission  (On  Religious  Life),  in  so 
far  as  it  can  be  made  public,  but  I 
have  been  in  the  hospital  ever  since  I 
came  hone*  ./e  battled  for  a  long  time 
as  to  v/ho  \/ould  have  the  longeste  un- 
broken record.  I  guess  you  v/in»  I  had 
never  before  been  a  patient  in  a  h.os- 
pital.  Moreover,  I  had  not  missed  a 
day  through  illness  in  more  than  29 
years,  but  I  am  no\:  out  of  competition. 
And  so  inglorious  a  thing  as  "sldngels" 
v/as  the  cause.  Apparently,  I  v/as  going 
through  the  early  stages  of  it  in  Tor- 
onto, v/hen  they  could  not  find  a  reason 
for  the  sharp  headaches. 

The  doctors  tell  me  that  it  If  a  virus 
infection  tiiat  affects  the  nerves  then- 
selves.  The  manifestation  is  severe 
pain,  but  v/ith  no  other  symptom  to  be- 
tray its  cause.  Only  in  the  second 
stage  is  the  culprit  unmasked,  when   a 
rash  breaks  out.  !1ost  conironly,  it  is 
across  the  back,  but  mine  appeared  on 
the  ri::ht  side  of  the  neck,' over  the  chin 
and  cheek,  across  the  ear  and  up  the 
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right  side  of  the  head  (the  area  in 
which  I  had  felt  the  pain).  Sickness, 
in  the  sense  of  fever  and  the • like, 
lasted  only  two  or  three  days,  but  the 
rash  became  open  sores  that  needed 
steady  treatment.  They  have  nov/  res- 
ponded to  the  treatment  and  are  drying 
up.  I  am  told  tint  the  area  will  be 
hypersensitive  for  some  time;  other^fise 
I  can  function  more  or  less  normally 
again,  vfhen  I  get  out  today.

versity. From  the  reports  coming  from 
the  chaplain  some  of  them  have  a  wait- 
ing list,  -^'he  library  is  really  not 
what  one  v/ould  ex-:>ect  to  find  in  a  uni- 
versity, and  many  of  the  students  are 
anxious  to  continue  studying  their  theol- 
ogy. Tliis,  as  you  knov;,  they  cannot 
do  beyond  high  school  over  here.  So  if 
you  are  doubtful  about  sending  on  recom?- 
mendations  in  theological  reading,  don*t 
hesitate  in  this  case. 

I  had  an  enjoyable  time  over  Easter  in 
France  and  on  the  trip  to  taly,  and  all 
in  Paris  seem  fine,  if  a  might  less  than 
content.  At  times  I  vTish  everyone  v/ere 
exiled  from  the  comriunity  for  a  \;hile 
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just  so  they  would  learn  to  appreciate 
the  Goo^  ^s  v/ell  as  bein  more  than  crit- 
ical of  the  faults.  As  you  can  tell  I 
would  still  come  back  this  minute  if 
given  a  chance,  but  ••• 

I  don't  knov/  if  you  Iiave  noticed  lately, 
but  the  University  of  Texas  iias  recently 
transported  another  valuable  collection 
of  eighteenth  century  manuscripts  to 
their  library.  In  a  way  it  v;ould  almost 
pay  me  to  go  there  and  do  some  reading 
If  I  were  to  do  anything  public  v/ith  my 
own  v/ork.  but  so  far  I  have  not  needed 
any  of  the  mcinuscriots  v/hich  they  have 
steamed  off  v/ith«  It  would  certainly 
round  off  ny  work,  but  is  not  essetnial» 
Do  you  realize  that  many  of  the  only 
copies  of  eighteenth  century  v/orks  can 
nov;  only  be  read  inTexas.  The  British 
Ivive   been  remarking  about  this  trend  in 
the  press  and  lamenting  their  ovm  lack 
of  funds. 

As  for  my  ovm  vjork,  it  goes  v^ell^  and 
Grant  has  been  c^uite  satisfied  v/xth  the 
200  pages  he  has  received.  The  ideas 
are,  at  least  to  some  quite  eatciting. 
I  only  v/ish  I  had  the  v/riting  ability 
and  style  to  do  them  justice.  But  if  I 
can  distract  the  reader  from  the  \frit- 
ing  v/ith  the  ideas,  and  \rith   Grant's 
patient  direction  v/ho  I^aiows.  Speaking 
and  v/riting  over  here  I  feel  like  a  real 
barbarian,  but  v/e  can  have  everyt  ing« 
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It  is  getting  a  bit  late,  so  I  had 
better  turn  the  nolGC  of  this  machine 
off  for  the  night,  besides  the  morning 
cones  early.  Remember  me  in  your 
prayers  especially  for  fortitude.  It 
must  really  be  lackinr'  \/hen  one  is 
thirty  and  is  still  fiVhtinc  bouts  of 
homesickness.

details  of  this  house:  hx>w  it  suffered 
fron  proximity  to  Lyon,  the  s\fanps,  etc. 

If  you  put  pictures  one  and  tv7o  togctlier 
you  can  get  an  idea  of  the  yard  and  the 
Feyzin  *s  schodL  facade  •  Hov;ever,  the 
most  impressive  vlem   is  fron  dox*m  the 
hill  bel  ind  the  building,  v/here  a  road 
follows  the  old  bed  of  the  Rhdne  (v/here 
the  sv/amps  v/ere).  I  liave  the  picture 
from  the  telley,  but  perhaps  you  aren^t 
interested  in  the  building  as  such . 

Picture  three  shows  a  box-tree  in  the 
yard  and  its  relation  to  the  old  chateau 
(for  the  school  b^d  been  a  chdteaii)  • 

Picture  four  shov/s  the  box-tree  after 
v;e  finished  the  De  Profundis,  Father 
Roune  kneii  that  Father  Julien  Actorie 
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(the  2nd)  had  died  hero  on  Ms  way  to 
see  Archbishop  Guibort  at  Tours,  and 
^hat  he  had  been  buried  under  a  box. 
his  had  to  be  it;  it*s  the  only  one 
tjjere,  the  only  one  old  enouch  at  any 
rate,  to  be  the  site  of  Actorie's  grave. 
rio  other  si^ns  of  burial  irere  found. 
Father  Henri  Goupat  is  also  buried  there, 
as  well  as  another  "auxiliary  teacher", 
a  non-Basilian  (vrho  had  been  a  novice, 
hovjever,  but  left  the  Basilians). 

At  this  very  moneht,  I  have   just  checked 
with  Father  Roume.  He  has  cliannied  his 
mind  a  b  it :  the  box-tree  is  probably  the 
one  \/here  Actorie  is  buried,  since  ix>xes 
don't  ;:ro\;  naturally  in  the  area  (it 
v/ould  have  been   planted  expressly).  Ho\/- 
ever,  v/e  should  check  all  round  the 
property. 

I  said  the  school  had  been  a  chateau. 
A  couple  nov/  lives  in  one  v/in^  of  it  and 
the  lady  shov/ed  us  parts  of  the  building 
(not  the  chapel,  for  v/hich  she  |iadn*t 
the  key).  She  claims  it  is  a  17th  cen- 
tury chateau,  ^'here  v/as  one  sign  of 
Basilian  presence:  in  v/liat  nust  have  been 
the  dormitory,  there  v/ere  two  little 
rooms  partionod  off,  no  doubt  for  the 
prefects I 

V/e  are  all  v/ell  here,  and  av/aiting  Father 
Robert  Fischette.  I  guess  he  v/ill  arrive 
only  after  Old  Boys*  Day  on  I  lay  1st. 
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V/e're  in  the  middle  of  a  scries  of 
thundorstorms  these  days:  ^^Dring  is 
here  to  stay.

I»m  hopinr;  that  I  sliall  be  able  to  count 
on  you  to  keep  ne  in  touch  in  the  future • 
And  before  I  get  further  into  this  let- 
ter aand  forget,  it  v/ould  probably  be 
wise  to  give  you  the  teleplione  nunber 
you  asked  for:  it»s  3^3-4490,  and  the

You  v/ill  probably  be  interested  to  know 
something' of  the  courses  that  I^n  folloi*r- 
ing  this  semester*  First  of  all,  it 
seemed  \7ise  to  get  out  of  the  way  the 
language  requirements  for  the  doctoral 
program,  and  so  I*m  taking  four  hours  a 
week  of  elementary  Greek  before  attempt- 
ing to  do  anytliing  at  all  with  Biblical 
Gree  (and  really  of  course,  one  can't 
strictly  speak  of  getting  Gree  ^out  of 
the  v/ay'^,  no  profess!  onai  theologian 
can  expect  to  be  taken  seriously  unless 
he  knows  the  lang*uage  of  the  Greek  Fathers 
and  of  the  Nev/  Testament".)  Along  v/ith 
tills  I»m  taking  one  hour  a  \/eek  in  a 
German  course  designed  for  graduate 
students.  In  addition  I  have  a  seminar 
in  Descartes,  and  next  semester  expect 
to  have  one  on  Heidigger.  In  my  v;brk  in 
philosophy,  undergraduate  and  graduate. 
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I  did  very  little  in  the  niodem  phil- 
osophers, and  it's  quite  inportant  to 
have  Goae  knowledge  of  them  in  order 
to  read  the  oodem  theologians •  Fin- 
ally, I  am  doing,  irith   Father  Bernard 
Cooke,  a  seminar  in  Sacramental  Theol- 
ogy* Since  my  major  v;ill  ultimately 
be  Grace  and  the  Virtues,  sacramental 
theology  is  the  nK>st  obvious  and  logical 
field  for  a  minor.  Father  Cooke  is 
quite  good,  generally  speaking,  although 
I  can't  say  that  I  agree  v/ith  him  com- 
pletely on  the  details  of  some  of  his 
positions,  and  I've  been  debating  the 
v;isdom  of  asking  as  many  questions  in 
class  as  I  do,  because  most  of  the  ques- 
tions serve  only  to  point  out  a  place 
of  disagreement •  Hov;ever,  all  of  this 
aside,  I  think  that  after  tliis  course, 
and  after  the  required  readings  and  the 
paper  that  I  have  to  do  on  sacramental 
causality,  I  should  be  on  top  of  sacra- 
mental theology  historicall  and  as  it 
is  currently  being  considered. 

Sacred  Heart  Sanitarium  is  a  very  fine 
place  to  be- staying.  The  rooms  are  very 
comfortable,  the  food  is  excellent  and 
we  have  good  facilities  for  saying  Mass. 
The  cliancery  here  is  most  obliging  in 
supplying  ne  v/ith  Mass  stipends,  and 
this  sliould  lielp  to  defray  most   of  my 
expenses.  Betv/een  patients  and  students 
we  have  a  regular  coamunity  of  priests 
here,  fifteen  of  us:  seculars,  a  Domin- 
ican, a  Jesuit,  a  Benedictine,  and  a 
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Basilian*  The  best  thing  about  the 
place,  however,  is  the  peace  and  quiet, 
the  almost  total  lack  of  v/hich  I  found 
so  demoralisins  last  year  at  I^laison 
Saint-Basile#  The  only  real  inconveni- 
ence about  the  place  is  its  distance 
from  the  university •  It's  about  a  forty 
minute  walk  or  about  t\/enty  minutes  by 
bus.  Since  I  have  morning  and  afternoon 
classes  four  days  a  v/eek,  it  neans  that 
many  double  round  trips  v;hich  I  find 
tine  consuming  and  rather  tiring  as  v;ell 
as  expensive  since  bus  fares  are  a  quar- 
ter or  six  tickets  for  $1«25«  The  best 
ansi/er  v/ould  probably  be  a  small  used 
cai\i  v;hich  could  be  run  for  a  week  on 
less  tlian  two  days  bus  fare.  Hov/ever. 
I  hesitate  to  ask  the  comnunity  to  make 
such  an  outlay  even  considering  that 
with  cost  of  daily  transportation,  the 
cost  of  train  fare  home  in  summers  and 
at  Cliristmas,  the  investment  v/ould  prob- 
ably be  recovered  in  the  tliree  years 
that  I'm  going  to  be  here  anyway. 

Well  I  think  this  covers  about  every- 
tliings  for  the  time  being,  lly   health 
is  good  and  so  is  my  morale,  and  in  my 
first  time  living  out  of  comunity  I'm 
doing  fairly  v/ell  in  observing  €he  daily 
exercises  of  the  Vademecum  on  nry   ovm.

Father  Bill  Duggan  seems  to  be 
recovering  quite  v/ell  and  Vic  Brezik  is 
back  at  teaching  and  I  think  his  health 
is  better.  At  the  moment  a  hurricane  is 
brei/ing  in  the  Gulf  and  it  may  hit  us. 
It's  aiming  at  Louisiana  or  Texas.  V/e 
haven't  liad  one  since  Carla  in  1961.

I  am  saying 
Mass  in  our  apartment  and  vd.th  the  ex- 
ception of  Sundays  and  Holy  Days  I  shall 
continue  to  do  so.  ^t  makes  it  inuch 
easier  as  the  Church  is  over  tv;o  miles 
avray  and  it  gets  hot  from  eight  o'clock 
on  and  it  vras  ver^'  v;arn  v/hen  we  drove 
back  from  I4asa.  Everything  is  the  same 
here.  The  storms  did  no  damage  to  our 
apartment  and  apart  from  blowing  off 
some  sliingles,  it  did  not  harm  any\/here 
except  in  buildings  like  hotels  v/hich 
had  very  large  glass  vrilndows.  There 
were  blovm  in  ana  the  floors  of  the 
hotels  were  flooded,  but  is  all  fixed 
up  now.  The  tourists  are  starting  to 
come  dovm.  ./e  overtook  a  good  many  on 
the  way  dovin,  especially  after  v;e  got 
through  Pennsylvania.  Politics  are 
much  in  the  air  dov;n  here   and  Gold\mter 
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is  limiting  a  desperate  effort  to  carfy 
Florida,  wliich  v;ent  Republican  four 
years  ago,  but  I  doubt  tliat  it  v/ill 
this  year^  r/e  iiavo  had  absentee  ballots 
sent  to  us  so  \Je   can  vote  and  send  thex^n 
back.  I  shall  vrrito  Father  Joy   after  a 
while.  I  an  sorry  to  hear  that  Father 
Vincent  Kennedy  had  another  attack  of 
his  old  stomacli  trouble,  and  hope  he 
is  able  to  carr^'  on  his  teaching  in 
Rome.

Just  a  ^03rt  note  to  let  you  knoi;  that 
we  received  the  IJev/sletters  you  sent 
and  to  thank  you  for  then.  Please  ex- 
cuse for  not  sending  details  re  our  ad- 
dress, but  I  felt  sure  that  either 
Father  /ey  or  Father  Fischette  v/ould 
have  corresponded  v/ith  the  Viatorians 
and  received  a  letterhead  before  ;/e 
arrived.  At  any  rate  the  address  you 
have  is  quite  sufficient.  Enclosed  is 
the  exact  address  and  phone  number  in 
case  you  raifht  have  need  of  it. 


We  v/cre  all  ver^'"  interested  in  the  news- 
letter about  Provinces.  It  sparked  a 
lively  discussion.  It  also  made  ne 
x^onder  about  the  Comnittee  for  the  Re- 
vision of  tlie  Rule  —  wliatever  hanoened 
to  it?  Did  it  rjo   into  hibernation' after 
its  first  report  to  the  connunity  (1961, 
I  thinly)?  As  you  rem^nber  thej''  invited 
comments  on  their  v;ork.  Tliree  of  us 
from  ^t.  Fdchael's  sent  a  letter  to 
Father  ./ey  by  v/ay  of  conrient,  l:iter 
sug£;e sting  that  it  be  given  to  the  com- 
mittee. One  year  after  that  one  of  the 
members  of  the  committee  told  ne  that  he 
had  heard  of  such  a  letter  but  had  not 
gotten  around  to  reading  it.  naturally 
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various  interpretations  could  be  read 
into  such  an  incident,  vxhether  it  be  a 
case  of  misunderstanding,  or  only  an 
isolated  instance,  but  I  remenber  think- 
ing that  if  this  v/as  an  example  truly 
representative  of  that  coraiittee's  mode 
of  procedure,  then  rir^.or  nortis  had 
surely  set  in.  Certainly  discussion 
about  Provinces,  about  the  kind  of  v/ork 
we  should  undertake  in  the  future,  etc., 
etc..  are  very  important.  But  I  h^ve  a 
sneaking  suspicion  tlxit  tlie  future  of 
our  comriunity  depends  on  the  taslc  assig- 
ned to  the  Rule  Goariittee,  i/hether  it 
can  draw  the  comunity  into  a  dialogue 
and  guide  it  towards  the  acceptance 
and  vfriting  of  a  biblically  and  liturg- 
ically  oriented  rule  to  replace  the 
scholastic  and  legalistic  orientation 
of  our  present  rule.  The  Council  lias 
undertaken  a  like  task  for  the  Church 
and  despite  vi^^orous  objection  from  some 
of  the  Fathers,  even  highly  placed, 
influential  and  revered  ones  at  tliat. 
How  can  a  comnunity  v/hich  refuses,  or 
is  afraid,  to  do  the  same  hope  to  sur- 
vive? So  I*m  interested  —  vie   all  are 
—  in  this  committee  too.  Are  there 
any  sif^s  of  life? 

The  four  of  us  are  settled  do\m  \j±th 
the  Viatorian  Fatliers  nov/  and  are  well 
into  the  school  year.  V/e  hear  very 
little  about  the  Council.  The  nine 
members  of  the  Council  who  live  here 
keep  to  themselves  in  the  General  Coun- 
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cil's  \/ing.     Since  wg  live  quite  a  way 
from  the  city   (about  50  minutes  by  foot 
and  subifay)    I  haven't  seen  Father  Greg- 
ory Baun.     v/e  did  meet  Archbi^iop  Fla- 
hiff  on  the  street  but  so  far  haven't 
got  togethei'  \n.th  hio.

The  sun  carae  to  the  rescue,  hov/- 
ever,  and  the  snov/  has  disappeared  from 
the  do%fntovm  area.  Out  here  we  still 
have  a  little,  but  it  vron't  last  long.

He  is  staying  for  a  while  \7ith 
Father  Vincent  Kennedy,  and  then  plans 
to  spend  next  week  out  here  v/ith  us.  V/e 
have  threatened  to  drag  him  out  to  some 
lectures.

Jolin  Gallai;her  and  I 
presented  the  Basilian  candle  to  the 
Pope  on  the  feast  of  the  Presentation. 
Goinc  into  the  'back  roons'  of  the  Vat- 
ican is  like  going  into  another  century 
or  another  \/orld.  You'd  v/onder  how  any 
one  there  v/ho's  remotely  interested  in 
the  20th  century  keeps  from  becoming 
schizopiirenic.

•Diank  you  for  your  letter,  I  severely  repri- 
manded Father  Robert  Montague,  and  he  has 
promised  to  send  in  the  needed  infcxrmation  for 
the  "AnnaJ^**  soonl!  Seriously,  if  he  has  not 
done  so  in  a  couple  of  days,  I  will  send  it  ioy- 
self •  He  has  been  very  busy* 

I  am   sending  you  one  copy  of  the  third  issue  of 
the  ♦^Reporter",  along  with  several  of  the  fourth. 
Tou  will  note  that  our  very  popular  daily  Mass 
of  Concelebration  is  written  up  with  pictures  on 
pages  one  and  three*  Bob  Montague  has  re- 
arranged the  House  schedule  a  bit  this  year, 
and  everyone  seems  pleased  with  it*  Rising  is 
at  6.^5,  followed  b;  lauds.  Meditation  and 
breakfast*  The  daily  ComnRinity  Mass  is  the 
Mass  of  Ccaicelebraticai  at  12.00  noon*  We  try 
to  have  at  least  the  three  Basil ians  concel- 
ebrate,  though  ot  ers  living  idLth  us  frequently 
join*  On  two  days,  Rus  Pendergast  cannot  make 
it,  so  he  takes  the  7*00  A*M*  Mass  (mostly 
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sisters  attend).  There  is  also  a  Mass  at  4.30 
every  aftemotm.  In  so  far  as  possible,  we  get 
non«-BasilianE  to  take  these.  The  scholastics 
attend  the  Cocimunity  Mass  of  Concelebration, 
which  is  dominated  hy   the  booming  voice  of  Mr. 
David  Armstrong.  We  seldom  have  less  than  50 
at  the  noon  Mass.  On  Sundays «  the  conceleb- 
ration  takes  place  at  11.30.  CXir  other  conmiun- 
ity  exercises  are  at  5*30,  with  Compline  at 
10.00  P.M.  (This  last  time  may  not  stay  as  the 
scholastics  find  it  inconvenient,  especially 
since  they  frequently  study  in  the  university 
librrj:^  at  night.) 

The  cataloguing  is  coming  slowly.  I  have  one 
girl  working  part  time.  It's  all  I  can  afford 
on  a  $3«000  budget.  She  is  marking  the  books. 
All  the  Library  of  Congress  cards  arrived.  I 
am  thinking  of  gathering  a  group  of  students 
frcMP  the  Newman  Club  some  evening  and  having 
tiiem  paste  the  pockets  on  the  inside  back  covers. 
Then,  I  hope  to  hire  a  professional  service  to 
type  the  duplicate  cards  (why  doesn't  the  Library 
of  Congress  print  the  card  number  in  the  upper 
left  hand  comer  of  each  card??  It  would  sure 
save  time.)  I  have  pulled  out  tie  old  notes 
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from  the  course  you  gave  us  in  the  Secrlnary* 
They  are  a  big  help*  It*s  a  shaioe  that  I  am  so 
igr* Grant  in  this  area;  will  try  to  remedy  it»  We 
need  a  cord  catalogue.  Bob  Mcaitague  tells  me 
that  Jim  Feeley,  the  librarian  at  St*   'Eioinas  More 
College  in  Sa^^atoon,  has  one  that  he  is  not 
using  since  the  opening  of  their  new  library. 
I  have  written  to  Lin.  &it,  I  want  another  one 
for  a  siielf  index.  The  Knights  of  Colurabus  (vdio 
have  built  the  library)  look  like  a  good  source 
for  this.  I  will  hit  t  en  up.  Tried  to  buy  a 
hot  penicl  to  bum  the  call  numbers  on  the  books 
but  no  luck.  We  are  using  black  tape  and  white 
ink.  I  have  found  a  binder  in  town  (an  Irish 
Catholic)  who  will  give  us  a  good  dea?.  on  bind- 
ing of  soft  covers  and  periodicals. 

Poor  Father  Wilfrid  Dore  was  not  at  all  happy 
when  we  started  cataloguing.  You  know  how  met- 
iculous he  is  and  how  neat.  The  library  has  been 
set  up  by  him  as  a  picture  of  external  order. 
I  iiad  to  pull  the  whole  t'iing  ai)art  and  arrange 
it  by  author  to  send  for  the  Library  of  Congress 
cards.  However,  now  that  he  sees  things  pro- 
gressing, he  is  happy.  I  guess  Father  Wey  told 
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Bob  Montague  that  he  did  not  tl  ink  Father  Dore 
adiould  be  overburdened  and  that  he  should  just 
t^ich  the  <me   section  in  philosophy.  However » 
Father  Dore  loves  the  library,  so,  it  has  been 
agreed  that  he  would  continue  to  order  the

Banning  the  residence  and  teaching  three  differ- 
ent courses  is  rather  a  deisanind  sciiedule* 

About  Father  Dore^s  health:  it  is  hard  for  Bob 
Montague  to  get  any  definite  information  out 
of  the  doctor,  althou^  he  has  been  proraised 
certain  inforzaation  this  week.  Father  Dore  has 
been  coming  in  frcxn  the  hospital  on  Monday, 
Wednesday  and  Friday  to  teach  his  section  of 
Introduction  to  Philosophy*  On  Monday  last,  he 
announced  to  Bob  th^t  he  would  most  likely  have 
to  Ij&ve   cobalt  treatments  and  may  not  be  able 
to  continue  teaching.  Last  week,  he  had  an 
operation  on  his  lymph  glands  to  see  whether  or 
not  there  was  a  msilignant  condition*  He  has  a 
dark  spot  on  one  of  his  lungs,  which,  apparently, 
is  recent  in  origin*  Father  Dore  had  assumed 
that  there  %fas  a  malignancy  and  that  he  would 
have  to  have  cobalt*  I  sugf^ested  to  Bob  to  check 
with  the  doctor.  As  it  happened,  the  doctor  said 
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that  no  analysis  nad  been  nade  of  the  lyrrph 
operation.  He  said,  further,  that  the  results 
should  be  available  this  week.  And,  if  they  are 
negative  (non-malignant)  then,  an  exploratory  op- 
eration will  be  recofiiaended  to  find  out  wh_at  the 
darln  spot  on  the  lung  is;  if  they  are  positive, 
cobalt  will  be  recommended •  I  any  event,  it 
looks  as  though  Father  Dore  will  be  out  of 
operation  for  sometiaKf»  At  present,  he  is 
giving  some  thought  to  going  East  for  two  or 
three  weeks  to  see  his  relatives.  I  suppose  he 
is  thinliing  that  this  may  be  the  beginning  of 
the  endm     We  should  have  more  conclusive  inform- 
ation by  the  end  of  the  week.  Bob  Fischctte  is 
with  us  now.  It  would  be  a  good  thing  if  he 
could  bring  back  the  inforciation  with  him.  He 
and  Bob  went  to  see  Father  Dore  last  night. 
Jtootionally,  I'ather  is  in  fine  spirits.  If 
necessary,  either  Bob  or  myself  will  take  over 
his  section  in  philosophy. 

The  comcTunity  room  is  coming  along  fins,  althou^ 
woxic  on  it  has  let  up  a  bit  since  lectures 
started.  The  scholastics  have  had  a  great  time 
on  the  project.  The  spirit  in  the  H  use  this 
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year  is  excellent,  Ituch  of  it  is  due  to  the 
enthusiasm  of  the  good  scholastics. 

I  wish  you  would  give  scase  thouglit  to  the  forms 
you  send  out  at  the  end  of  the  year  for  the  e- 
valuation  of  scholastics.  The  problem  may  not 
arise  in  a  large  House,  but  it  does  in  a  small 
one  like  ours*  Last  Spring »  Father  Dore  lianded 
around  copies  of  these  forms  to  Rus  Pendergast 
and  myself.  V/e  were  both  in  a  bind  as  to  \idiat 
to  do.  All  of  the  scholastics  went  to  Pender 
for  corfession,  and  three  of  them  came  to  me 
for  direction.  Pender  and  I  questioned  whether 
or  not  we  could  answer  these  Forms*  We  decided, 
prudentially,  that  we  could  not.  We  are  in  an 
odd  position  here.  The  Local  Council  constitutes 
one  half  of  the  Basilian  priests  appointed  here 
(and,  with  Father  Dore's  illness,  one  third).  I 
don't  thinlc  that  I  should  have  been  given  copies 
of  the  Form  last  yesir.  As  I  recall,  when  you 
introduced  the  Form  in  the  mid  50* s,  it  was  to 
be  filled  out  by  the  Councillors,  the  Moderator 
and  the  Superior.  At  any  rate,  it  was  aeant  to 
be  used  on  that  level.  Would  it  not  be  better 
—  at  least,  for  our  small  H  use  —  if  the 
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Form  were  filled  out  only  by  the  Superior, 
after  consulting  his  Council  and  those  who 
teach  scholastics •  Periiaps*  I  raise  this  ques- 
tion as  the  result  of  the  way  in  which  Father 
Dore  handled  ths  Batter  last  year.  Certainly, 
the  Form  is  worth  keeping*  But,  perhaps  in  our 
sniall  House,  only  the  Superior  should  have  to 
fill  it  in.

The  other  two  years  at  Sand- 
which  I  had  some  teaching  and  coached  football. 
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basketball  and  baseball*  Also  I  was  assistant 
on  one  of  the  flats. 

All  the  confreres  here  are  well  except  Father 
Joseph  Rivard,  S<X3etii!»s  he  is  able  to  say  a 
private  Mass  -  most  of  the  time  -  No. 

The  funds  for  the  hoiise  of  t^tudios  down  here  are 
coBdns  in  very  slowly,  V/e  have  S270,0CX)  now. 
I  wouldn't  be  surprised  if  zhe   new  appointments 
will  have  ne  fired. 

Re^rds  to  all  the  confreres  up  there.

Dear  Bob, 

Thanks  for  the  two  letters  and  also  the  list  of 
appointments*  They  don't  seem  to  mean  as   ouch 
to  me  now  as  they  used  to.  Too  niany  new  nam<3s 
of  people  I  don't  even  know#  Of  course  the  big 
question  in  ray  ndnd  vaa  Pacher's  s:pec±al  appoint- 
ment* It  save  me  a  funny  feel  in -^  not  to  see  my 
ovm  narae  on  the  Assumpticm  list  after  2.0   years. 

Yesterday  I  picked  up  a  nice  s'lnbum.  I  visited 
the  Desert  Caujtus  Gardens  just  outside  Phoenix. 
I  was  anazed  at  the  variety  and  numbers  of  cacti. 
There  were  acres  of  thsai  aJU  laid  out  lilce  a 
garden  and  all  named.  Some   of  them  about  three 
stories  iiigh.  I  also  caw  the  Japanese  grower's 
gardens,  llundred  of  thousands  of  plants  in  bloom. 
The  latter  are  cocnnerciai  gardens  and  the  flowers 
are  shipped  all.  over  the  States. 

This  was  ray  first  extended  trip  frcwn  the  hospital 
and  I  was  beat  out  by  the  time  I  got  back.  My 
feet  are  still  pretty  lame*  The  shoulders  and 
hands  are  gradually  responding  to  physical  therapy 
but  it  is  a  slow  and  painful  process.  .i3ie 
psoriasis  is  responding  very  well  to  the  injec- 
tions I  am  getting  and  I  only  hope  it  lasts* 
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I  suppose  you  heard  that  I  am  no  longer  head  of 
the  biolOi^  department.  It  came  as  a  shock  and 
vblb  a  bitter  pill  to  ewallow  after  working  twenty 
years  to  build  it  up  to  its  present  status*  It 
had  to  come  sooner  or  later  so  maybe  it's  better 
this  way. 

I  expect  to  be  here,  in  the  hospital,  until  about 
Easter  and  will  then  go  to  the  rectory  at  Cotton- 
wood* ^.e  Bishop  of  the  Gallup  Diocese  has  c(m- 
sented  to  allow  me  to  stay  at  Cottonwood*  They 
will  exj)ect  me  to  do  some  catechetical  work  and 
look  after  the  Legion  of  Mary*  This  will  be  a 
new  experience  for  me*  I  understand  the  rectory 
is  nice  for  this  part  of  the  country  and  since 
there  is  no  housekeeper,  the  pastor  and  myself 
will  be  doing  our  own  cookin^>  I'm  glad  I  know 
how  to  cook.  This  is  sane thing  I  picked  up  down 
through  the  years. 

Say  a  prayer  for  n»  and  take  care  of  yourself*

Dear  Bob, 

I  think  it  is  about  tiiae  to  write  you  and  thank 
you  for  your  letteri*  and  also  to  let  you  know  i^y 
new  addi^«2ss. 

I  came  to  Cottonwood  on  April  19  so  I  ara  just  now 
gettiac  ac-qiiainted  ',d.th  the  place.  It  is  a  very 
quiet  place  after  the  huf^tle  and  bustle  of  the 
hospital  in  Phoenix*  l^ie   clurch^  yhich  is  rather 
large,  is  situated  on  top  of  a  hill  with  the  rec- 
tory directly  behind  it.  J.'here  is  just  the  past- 
or. Father  John  Sullivan, and  myself.  No  house- 
keeper so  we  do  our  own  cooking.  It  is  a  Mexican 
parish  and  I  am  loolcinr  after  the  Legion  of  Mary. 
We  are  surrounded  with  mountains,  some  of  which 
still  have  snow  on  their  uops.  The  teinpex*ature 
here  gets  close  to  90  during  the  day.  I  ejanag;e 
to  get  out  in  the  sun  for  a  vdiile  each  day.  It 
has  to  be  taken  cautiously  aa  it  is  a  desert  sun 
and  could  fry  one  in  no  time. 

The   pastor  wasn't  too  enthusiastic  at  first  about 
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B^'  coiTiin^.  I  found  out  why.  Apparently  he  had 
a  priest  dumped  cai  him  last  ywo?  who  had  been  in 
trouble.  After  a  couple  of  weeks  he  foimd  out 
that  he  was  an  alcoholic  also*  One  nip:ht  he 
appeared  at  the  rectory  with  about  20  shouting 
drunk  Mexicans*  Another  time  he  put  on  quite  a 
display  in  the  aisles  of  the  clau:*ch«  leading  the 
singing »  while  the  pastor  was  saying  the  Mass* 
Father  Sullivan  got  rid  of  him  by  telling  him 
tiiere  was  an  opening  soroev^.ere  else.  On  top  of 
ever^^thin^  else  this  guy  had  arthritis  and  wus 
supposed  to  be  there  for  that.  No  wcnder  he  w&a 
suspicious  of  rae  when  I  showed  up.  I  doubt  that 
I  will  give  hixn  any  cause  to  worry. 

Father  Sullivan  is  around  here  very  little  as  he 
is  usually  over  in  Sedona  where  he  is  building 
another  church.  It  ^lould  be  finished  in  a  c<Hiple 
of  weeks  when  it  will  be  lianded  over  to  soae 
other  priest  appointed  by  the  Bishop.  Bishop 
Bspelage,  who  is  an  old  Franciscan »  will  be  here 
for  Confirmatian  about  May  10. 

About  a  ndle  from  Cottonwood  (seven  mles  by 
%rinding  roads)  can  be  seen  the  town  of  Jero— 
hanging  on  the  side  of  a  mountain.  It  is  the 
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largest  ghost  town  in  the  United  States*  Am 
late  as  the  1920 's  the  population  was  15«000« 
1%e  main  industries  were  copper,  gold  and  silver 
mining*  When  the  mines  closed  down  so  did  the 
town*  There  are  only  about  300  people  living 
there  now*  S«Be  of  the  buildings,  including  the 
jailhouse  are  sliding  down  the  mountain*  ISie 
Catholic  Church,  built  in  I898  aiid  as  big  as  a 
cathedral,  is  still  in  use  and  still  lias  a  priest 
staticaied  there* 

I  expect  to  be  here  until  some  time  in  July  v^en 
I  will  return  to  Windsor  at  least  for  a  visit* 

Take   care  of  yourself  and  write  when  you  get  a 
chance*  Please  remember  me   in  your  prayers*  I 
still  have  the  arthritis  although  I  can  get 
around  rauch  better  than  when  I  came  to  Phoenix* 
The  psoriasis  is  prett^^  well  gone  for  now  anyway*

In  fact  that  address  is  valid  even  now.  It  is 

only  half  a  mile  away,  and  I  am  having  things  cos» 

there  occasionally. 

Other  years,  when  I  was  here,  it  was  rather  hard 
to  get  into  a  rectory.  ISiis  time,  I  had  tlire© 
chances  within  a  few  days.  One  was  a  very  attrac- 
tive one,  involving  a  place  to  ay  for  the  whole 
six  months.  However,  it  involved  aK>re  parochial 
work  than  I  felt  justified  in  doing,  so  I  refused 
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it*  \«^ally  Piatt  has  taken  one  of  the  ones  of- 
fered to  met  with  Bishop  Cashnwn  in  Chelsea. 
Here  at  St.  Anselm*s,  there  are  five  of  us,  a 
most  pleasant  group.  Living  with  them  as  I  do, 
Z  as  in  a  position  to  get  a  most  useful  view  of 
the  life  of  the  Church  here  and  the  way  in  which 
the  changes  of  the  maaient  are  being  received. 
The  priests  here  have  done  their  theology  at  the 
Beda,  Valadolid,  llaynooth  and  St.  Ediound's,  Wear. 
The  pastor  was  fonaeralj   a  professor  there  as 
well.  So,  the  group  is  anything  but  a  narrow  one. 
In  socie  ways,  this  particular  aspect  of  ny  visit 
to  England  may  prove  very  useful. 

My  work  goes  very  well,  I  liave  already  gone 
through  70,CXX}  charters  and  when  I  have  done  as 
many  more,  I  sliall  have  done  what  I  came  for  in 
the  British  f&iseum.  It  is  a  type  of  woik  that 
is  lather  hard  on  the  nerves,  but  I  have  had  quit* 
a  bit  of  ejTperience  with  it,  and  know,  now,  how 
to  pace  c^yself .  Old  acquaintances  liave  been  good 
to  me  and  I  have  already  been  invited  to  the 
senior  conanon  room  at  Kin^;»s  College  and  to 
dinner  at  one  of  the  new  university  halls.  Thus, 
as  you  can  see,  I  liave  reason  to  be  pleased  with 
the  way  things  are  turning  out. 
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I  would  like  yofu  to  give  my  best  wi^es  to  all 
at  the  curial  house.  Plejise  tell  Father  Francis 
Orsini  that  I  know  of  his  father •s  death  and 
offered  Mass  for  him  on  Ascension  Day.  I  shall 
send  a  note  when  there  is  time,  thcaigh  it  may  be 
a  little  while.  I  hope  that  you,  yourself,  are 
well.  I  suppose  that  now,  when  the  appointments 
are  nade  early,  this  tine  of  year  is  calm  in 
cwsparison  to  what  it  vmis. 

I  see  a  great  deal  of  Gerry  HcGuigan.  He  is  just 
about  ready  tc  end  his  work  here  in  London  and 
travel  a  bit  before  going  back  to  Vancouver.  lie 
is  full  of  ideas  -  they  come  out  at  the  least  pro- 
vocaticai.  We  have  had  some  wonderful  talks.  In 
fact  I  arrived  with  a  sore  throat  from  the  sea 
voyage  and  it  is  not  heal  for  two  weeks.  I  suppose 
that  must  mean  that  I  was  not  always  the  listener.

Tour  newsletters  have  been  reaching  m&   regularly » 
if  soraeticass  only  after  bouncing  once  or  twice. 

Yesterday  I  returned  to  London  after  a  long  sur- 
vey trip  to  the  north  and  found  the  letter  of 
August  k^   with  the  news  of  the  death  of  Father 
Joseph  Walsh  and  of  Peter  Hosteller's  new  post* 
The  additional  information  that  you  find  time  to 
attach  has  been  much  appreciated  and  I  thank  you 
for  it. 

I  have  not  yet  been  able  to  find  those  Oratorian 
rules  that  interest  you,  nor  do  I  have  any  inforra- 
atioa:).  about  the  system  of  hearing  sisters'  confes- 
sions, of  wliich  thez*e  was  a  question  two  months 
ago.  However,  eyes  and  ears  are  open;  tliey  may 
discover  something  one  of  these  days. 

Am  Bcntioned,  I  have  returned  to  Lc»idon.  During 
the  last  ten  days  of  July  I  worked  at  Caiabridge 
on  the  muninents  of  Ely  Cathedral.  This  group 
has  become  available  only  in  the  last  few  years 
and  I  was  pleased  to  have  some  time  with  them. 
Eddy  Synan  was  there  living  in  the  same  house 
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%rith  me  -  a  house  for  priests,  far  and  away  the 
best  arrangement  of  that  sort  that  I  have  seen  in 
England.  To  me  it  is  -  and  has  lont^  been  -  a 
kind  of  haven;  but  once  the  Ely  material  was 
under  control,  I  pushed  off  for  York.  There  I 
woiiced  a  week  in  the  library  of  the  Dean  and 
Chapter  and  in  another  library  about  a  quarter 
of  a  mile  away,  that  houses  tiie  bishop's  muni- 
ments. That  weekend  I  spent  at  the  University 
of  Ifull  with  a  medievalist  that  I  know.  His  wife 
turned  out  to  be  the  niece  of  Father  Gill,  the 
English  Jesuit  historian  of  the  Council  of  Flor- 
ence to  one  of  whose  books  I  gave  a  rather  favor- 
able review  recently.  They  have  five  children, 
with  whom  I  managed  to  hit  it  off  very  well.  It 
turned  out  to  be  a  very  pleasant  break  for  me. 
(I  managed  to  have  my  shirt  repaired  too.)  ISien 
I  pushed  off  for  Lincoln.  This  is  a  wonderful 
little  city  with  a  fine  cathedral  and  a  well  ap- 
pointed arcliive  collection.  It  took  two  solid 
weeks  of  work,  rather  relentless  work  too,  to  get 
what  I  wanted  there.  If  I  can  manage  it,  I  shall 
try  for  another  two  days  later.  But  of  that,  we 
shall  see.  Already  the  time  grows  short.  Finally, 
on  Friday,  having  made  the  necessary  arrangements. 
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I  crossed  to  Lichfield,  near  Birndnghaia,  and  in 
two  days  managed  to  do  what  was  needed  there* 
Work  done,  I  boarded  atrain  and  was  back  to 
liondon  late  last  night. 

There  are  still  two  insiense  collections  -  those 
of  Canterbury  and  Lambeth  Palace,  on  which  I  have 
done  nothing.  Later,  if  there  is  time,  I  must 
do  a  bit  in  western  England.  For  the  moment, 
though,  ay  chief  concern  is  prex)aration  for  the 
Historical  C<mvention  in  Viennia  wiiich  opens 
next  weekend,  I  Bhfl3T  give  the  next  three  days 
to  preparation  for  that*  On  the  way,  I  hope  to 
stop  at  Aachen  and  see  the  Charlemagne  exhibit 
there.  From  Viennia,  I  shall  probably  cross  to 
southern  France  to  make  ray  retreat.  Then  it  will 
be  bade  to  Paris,  a  few  visits  there  and  east  of 
there,  and  back  to  Ekigland  to  get  cm  with  ray 
business. 

As  you  can  imagine,  this  flaoting  existence, 
living  out  of  a  clubbag,  one  that  has  to  be  small 
enou^  to  give  reasonable  freedom  of  motion, 
poses  some  problems.  I  have  alwys  been  rather 
fond  of  being  unencumbered,  so  it  is  possibly 
somewliat  easier  on  me  tlian  it  would  be  on  some 
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others.  Yet,  it  does  help  me  to  see  what  a 
precious  thing  confreres,  and  the  Basil  ian 
F  thers  in  general,  are  to  ae* 

I  hope  that  you  are  well.  Father,  Please  give 
■y  best  wishes  to  all  at  the  Curieil  House*  Wally 
mentioned  in  a  note  he  sent  me  the  other  day 
that  he  had  been  in  ccsitact  with  Father,  v^o 
said  that  he  would  be  happy  to  cooe  to  Aachen 
with  us.  Tell  hia  that  he  would  be  most  welcome, 
even  if  he  brought  that  famous  European  umbrella 
of  his.  Heally,  I  so  often  wish  that  I  could 
share  scsne  of  the  fine  things  I  see  here.  Part 
of  the  wish  is  that  I  could  talk  of  them  with 
another  so  l^iat  I  adght  see  more;  but  my  wish  is 
often  sihply  desire  that  others  dear  to  me  might 
have  a  share  in  this  particular  bit  of  good 
fortune. 

Now,  I  shall  be  off.  Again  b^  thanks  for  all. 
Pray  for  me,  please.

hving  been  fixed  in  qy  resolve  by  conversation 
with  Bob  Iamb.  I  stayed  with  him  too,  an  ex- 
cellent arrangement  as  it  turned  out.  The  Con- 
ference was  excellent;  not  so  rruch  in  the  papers 
read  as  in  the  opportunity  to  meet  people*  With- 
out exaggeration,  it  will  take  me  weeks  to  pass 
on  the  inf onnation  that  I  have  received  for 
specific  persons  on  the  Institute  staff.  I  might 
add  that  if  I  went  to  all  the  homes  that  I  have 
been  invited  to,  I  would  not  be  in  Aiaerica  for 
another  year. 

With  regard  to  the  invitation,  I  restricted  iny- 
self  to  three  -  a  professor  of  canon  law  from 
Prague,  a  younc  legal  historian  from  Munich  and 
B^  own  profesGor  from  the  days  at  the  Sorboime, 
who  lives  in  Versailles.  Into  these  visits,  I 
shall  not  go  now,  beyond  saying  that  I  went  to 
Prague  and  therefore  behind  the  Curtain  -  in  fact 
I  was  there  for  eif^t  days  -  and  that  I  learned 
in  Versailles  that  another  excellent  review  of 
my  book  is  socai  to  appear.  Anyway,  the  Vienna 
meeting  was  a  success.  There  was  one  incidental 
thing  that  I  appreciate  very  much  -  a  chance  to 
get  to  know  Bob  Lamb.  This  was  my  first  opi  ortun- 
ity.  What  a  delightful  and  devoted  little  oan! 
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In  sc»ae  ways  he  has  worked  out  the  best  solution 
of  the  problem  of  poverty  and  the  steady  pursuing 
of  acadendc  ends  -  things  which  can  often  te 
expensive  -  that  I  liave  seen.  Most  ALfying! 

Cfa  the  way  back  to  England  I  paid  a  short  visit 
to  Annonay  and  Paris.  Things  were  just  getting 
under  way  at  Annonay.  All  seemed  well,  except 
Father  Cliarles  Houme.  He  has  been  somevrtiat  under 
the  weather  and  was  staying  by  himself  at  St. 
Albon,  about  150  kra.  to  the  Gouth,  I  have  always 
been  rather  close  to  him,  so  I  asked  Jean  Houre 
if  I  could  go  and  see  hiin,  and  he  gave  me  a  car 
to  do  so.  We  liad  a  fine  time.  I  found  hio  rather 
excitable  the  first  night  -  I  h-ad  cone  over  the 
hills  through  a  terrible  storm  (the  river  level 
rose  alaost  twelve  feet)  and  he  was  probably 
worried  about  me.  Next  day  he  seemed  much  much 
better.  He  is,  as  you  know,  one  of  those  men 
whose  emotional  level  rises  and  falls  very  quickly. 
On  the  whole  though,  I  was  rather  pleased  with 
hia.  His  woiic  on  the  history  of  the  Coramunity  is 
still  of  great  interest  to  him  and  the  fact  that 
he  has  it  imdoubtedly  helps  him  much. 
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While  in  Annonay,  I  concelcfcrated  each  day  at 
the  Novitiate.  I  don't  know  what  the  observation 
of  a  man  for  a  few  hours  is  worth,  but  I  aa  very 
BMch  impressed  by  the  four  novices  that  are  there. 
TSiey  seem  to  be  real  men;  that  they  are  reasonably 
clever  is  clear;  there  seems  to  be  nothing  soft 
or  flighty  about  them.  Take  the  judgment  for 
what  it  is  worth. 

In  Paris  I  learned  of  Fatlier  Leonard  IfcCann's 
return  to  Canada.  It  was  a  complete  surprise. 
Michel  Desline  is  digging  in;  Sam  FenrLano  is 
buried  in  the  last  bits  of  Mjp   thesis;  the  younger 
meoibers  are  to  begin  lectures  today. 

Time  is  closing  in  on  me  quickly  now.  Friday  I 
go  to  Durham,  then  go  light  to  the  other  comer 
of  tlio  country  to  v/ork  on  the  Canterbury  material. 
After  that,  if  there  is  an  after  that,  I  shall  go 
to  the  west  country.  Much  has  been  done;  really 
I  am  content  now,  but  still  I  would  like  to  get 
througli  the  materials  in  Lambeth  Palace,  here 
in  London.  A  few  more  days  should  finish  it  un- 
less, 3U3  has  happened  before,  I  open  a  little 
door  and  discover  a  huge  room  of  whose  existence 
I  had  not  dreamed. 
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But  tl;ere  is  no  more  to  say  tonight.  Ag&ln  lagr 
thanks  for  ycjur  letters.  Please  give  my  very 
best  to  all  at  the  Curial  House*  I  hope  tliat 
you  are  well  and  that  worries  and  sorrcws  do  not 
wei^  too  heavily  on  you.  I  knov;  that  at  best 
it  Eust  jrenain  a  matter  of  degree  •
